The Death of Mrs, Dorcas Ma-
gilton Avenged.

¥he Scene of the Execution This Morning
~The Prison Within and Without,

HOW THE DOOMED MAN MET IS FATE,

THE DROP FALLS AT 1050 A, M.

In Tae EveNixe TELEGRAPH of yesterday
Aftornoon, we gave o full sosonnt of the violent
doeath of Mrs, Doreas Maglllon on the 25th of
April last, and of the various clrcumstances by
which George W. Winnemore was connsobed
wilhi the deed of blood. The efforls to save the
life of this wretched man have been continued
curing the puat few days, but, like those made
st an earller perlod, they bhave proved unavail-
ing, and last evening Sherlff Howell recelved
Ifrom the Governor of the Commonwenlth the
following telegraphlo despateh :—

“I have coucluded not to Interfere in the
Winuemore case. Joun W, Geany,”

In mnutxnanca of this fatal intelligence, the
law wok s course, and thig morniog . the
doomed man explred upon the gallows.

THE TATAL ARRANGEMENTH,

It has been scarcely two months sinee the
Uounty P'rison was the seene of a similar og-
currence, and the Anal arrangements for the exe-
cution, which were completed yesterday aftors
noon, were essenually tne same as wien, on
the 4ith of June Iast, Gottlelb YWilllams was exes
cnled for a orime whioh bore a striking rescine
biance to the one for which Winnewmore has
Just suffered death. Toe scafloid was erected
on the spot which itoecupled when Willinms
and Probst were brought face to face with
death npon it—in the northwest ¢corner of the
prison yard, where it was antirvely hldden from
the view of the nmates of the prison,

THE WITNESSES

of the execulion,as 18 the custom in this oity
were few in number, us Sheriff Howell enfores
the strict raleof the law in this case, and denied
admission to the hioduof carlous and eager pers
sons who have been solleiting the favor of &
ticket, The gentlemen selected Lo be presentnt
the sad speciacle assembled at & quarter befors
ten o'clock this mornlugatthe Assembly Build-
ings, on the corner of Tenth and Chesnut
sireets. The roll was called to see that all the
privileged ones were present, and none othoers

THE PRISONER'S LAST HOURS,

Last night the prisoner passed the (ime alone,
but at 7e'clock Lhis morning Damon Y, Kllgoie,
Esq., his zealons connsel, visited him, wond re-
mained with him until he was led Lo execution,
He had expressed the desire of seelng hls bro-
ther, in order that there m'l;{hl. be no susplelon
of adgagreement betweon thom. Aoccordingly,
al 8 o'clock, he was visited by nls brother, two
sisters, Lwo cousing, and a friend by the name
of Mre. Btevens, who remained with him
vonill aboat 10 o'clock, During this
time he conversed chiserfully, though gravely,
the priveipal tople of the conversation belng
his favorite theme of spiritualism, Duarlog Lhe
moroing he sald that it had been romored Lthat

he had intended to starve himself, but toshow
his keepers that he had no intention of thus
averting his fate upon the scaffold, he had been
eating heartlly along.

THE END OF LIFE,

Having shaken bands with all the persons
ppon the sestiold, Winnemore was lelt alone
with the Sherlfl, who adjasited the rope about
his neck, avd drow the wilte eap down over
ik fave, sholting ous tho sight of doy,

The Bheril then deseended from the seaflold,
the praops were taken from beneath the drop,
and at ten minutes pefore eléven the rope was
pulled, and Lue body of George W. Winnemors
wap awaying In the alr. A slogle convalsion
passed through the hanging corpse, and then
all was qulot,

Those who had beheld similar scenes before,
declared thal they had pever seen a man dle
8o c¢asily upon the gallows, The neck and

hands o the corpse In a fow minuies were
nlmost black in  ecolor, but aiter the
body had been hanging almost a
quurter7 of an  hour, the attending

}lﬂ:yau‘lnuu detected a pulsation of the neart,
‘hint, however, was the last indication of vilni-
Ity, and afier the lapse of Lwenty-flve minutes
from the full of the drop, the body was cut
down and consigned to the care of Mr. Kilgore,
w8 the representative of the friends of the de-
ocensed. It will reosive a decont burial, withoat
nodergolng dissection.

WITHOUT THE PRISON

the mystery which, to some, 80 comp!ately an-
shirouds Winnemore—his cuim demeanor in his
last hours, his copstant declarations of innos
cence, and withal his veuiul.anl. bellel In Spirit-
valinm—bas so0 deeply Interested a class of
persons that the least thing which has any
connection with him at onoe demands their
attention. Whun L became known thal to-
day he would be brought to & eriminsl's death,
many congregated about the prikon, somewhnat
prellied townrds the law whiceh restralned them
fraom beholding the awinl scene, in belng able
to be withou! and near the huge wnalls of thils
grim-looking prisou--men who had pothing else
w do; the youth who represonted all grades of
life,variegated with many hardened indlvidunls;
and ehildren anxious and pleased, If one could
judge by thelr connienances, that a man was to
ve putto an ignomintoos death. There had been
three points from which an execution vould
be seen. But by sllghtly moviug the seaflold
thers was now but one where it conld be
observed, and thal a large f1ea at the southwest
corner of the prison. Early before the nour of
ten lts bushy top was animated by numbers of
rugged urebins, and even men, who could ba
plessed with anything that partook in the
sllghtest degreo of anyihing that was borrible.
A large police force was on hand to keep
order, and though their presence wns s for-
mality, yet the peace of the place needed not
thelr nid, as all was still, except the loud talk of
the ¢hildren,

Lientenuant Larzelere, of the Flrst District, had
upder his commaud 85 men, while Bergeant
Net, of the Second Distriet, had a squad of 34—
n total police foree of 56, wbich well surrounded
Moyamansing.

THE ARRIVAL OF THE BHERIFF AND PARTY

wns the signal for the gathering of all the
people who lived on the opposite side of the
street from the Prigon front to the Prison goate,
to try and cateh & gllm{mo of that secene within,
and, If possible, of the scaffold—the much
dreaded ipstrument— when Lhe large gale
should open.

In this they were exceedingly disappointed,
Invelguing against all laws, and heaplug on tke
hends of all officers no pleasing invectives for

wrmitting capital punishment to be adminis-
'.ered within lmpenetrable walls, and not in
open flelds,

As time drew on the crowd of boys and men
crowded ns near s possible to the centre of the

rt of the wall where they supposed the soaf-
old was placed, All evineed the atmost anxisty
1o hear the slightest sound, or the falntest
whisper, which could In any way give evidence
that the final scene had taken place.

The crowds all about the prison pressed for-
ward to be the fiml to learn the news, and
about 11 o'clock, when still they were uwaul:ﬁ
the event, they were informed that it
taken place, and that George W. Winnemore's
spirit had taken its flight.

The policemen who had guarded the outslde
of the prison were then formed in lins, aud
moved Into the prison, there to see the body, as
18 customary for them Lo do.

Bap Coxorriox or g Loxpoy UspERGROUND
Raiwway.—A London paper contains this item:
“A coromer’s jury bhas condemned the atmo-
sphere of the underground railway. They do
not go the length of a verdict of manslanghter,
but they say that the atmosphere aoccelerated
the death of a woman named Dobuer, who
resided at Eton. She travelled from King's
Cross to Bishop's road, and on reaching the
latter station, was taken ill and died suddenly,
One of the surgeons who made the post-moriem
examination, said she was laboring under
disense of the bropohial gland, and undoubt-
edly the suffocating air of the underground
rallway had acoelerated death, The ooroner
said he Lhind experienced the depressing effect
of that railway, and therefore avoided it as
much as ible. The tunnels and stations
should be ventilated, bat he sapposed that
wonld not be done until some shocking loss of
life from suffocation had occurred.”

Tar “Tenes Guaves"” At OaxiNoTON.—A
gommemorstive meeting of mueh intersst was
beld lately at Oskington, mear Cambridge,
England, in honor of the three nonconformist
worthies whose ashes lie buried near together
in & garden near the parish church, They lived
in the beginning of the last century, and their
last resting place is known as "' Threo
Graves,”” whioh all travellers are expected to
visit. Francis Holoroft, M, A., was a fellow
of Clare Hall, and Joseph Oddy, of Trinity,
Cambridge. The third, Henry Oakland, was
less prominent, but all three were sjected in
the year 1602 from their livings for noncon-
formity, snd sfter many sufferings from im.
prisonment and other persecutions, preached
ihe gospel for many years with good sncosss
in ne nonconformist churches, Holoreft
Wi fm ﬁlnnod twelve years in Cambridge
Juil for E.ll principles.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP.

President Johmson and General Grant—
General Grant agaln Protests Against
Removing Military Commanders—The
Prestident Overrules Him and Inalsts
Upon His Ordega—General Grant Forced
to Comply and the Orders Isaned —-The
frresident’s Interpretation of Gemeral
Grant's Powers,

WanHINGTON, Anguat 28 —The politioal sita-
ntion to-night Is mueh oxlmer thung It has béva
for severnl days, The developmonts of to-day
besr out my despatches of Iast night ecom-
pletely, General Grant has not refased to oboy
orders, nolwitbstanding the positive siatoment
to that effect telegraphed Inst night, His last
letter to the President, sent yesterday, was
of no avall, In I Geperal Grant ear-
nestly urged Mr. Johnson L modify the
order, nnd oeven went ®s0o far as Lo
state a8 his own opinlon that rilstence
on the part of the Fresident In bis present
course wonld bring Inpumersble evils upon
bimself and on  his Adminlstration. He
visited the Presldent 1this mornlng, sand
learned agaln Lhat his suggestions wnd wishes
would be overrnled. The Presldent insisted
upon the orde: as It sthads, aud General
Lrapnt had nothing w do bult to obey,
The order was sent to the printer this
afternoon, nnd would have been pablishied to-
day had It been recelved back in
itime. It will beout in the mornlng. General
Girant adds noithing to it bat the bare order of
promulgation. It stands naked as 1L eame from
the hands of the President. Whatever lnstruac.
tious Gensral Grant may degmn nodessary will
fullow bereafter insepargle orders, Tho matter
to-night stands thus;—The Presldent, In carry-
Iog oul his own obstinate will, has sgaiy over-
ruled Genersl Grant 1o the Cablnel, and as
Gueneraldn Chlef, Grant can only ransmit
orders through bis headquariers from hismill-
tary superijor, for he is too good a soldier to set
an example of insabordination, which would
only be too qulekly selzed upon to atlll further
disable him, [ reversing and lgnoring the in-
structions which accompanled General Order
No. 77, asslgning General Thomas, the President
has Laken the responsibility of virtually offarin
an insult to Gen, Grant by the manner in which
it was Jone, and has Indicated his determinn-
tion to dletkte the manner in which the Recon-
struction sets shall be execated, How far Genes-
ral Graot shall be able 1o Interfore L0 preveul
Lhe President from still farther delaying the
worle of reconstruction, depends upon the ex-
tent of the powers granted bim by the aocls of
Congress. Seotlon 2 of the Appropriation act,
gnoted last nigot, compels all ofders Lo be sent
torough his headguurters, but does not give him
Lthe power to refu=e o transmit orders which
he mniy disapprove. The Supplemental ilecou«
struction act passed in July last, which every-
budy supposes gives General Grant preclsely
the same {aowuruus are possarsed by the military
commanders, Isstraugely deflelent 1n that very
essential, It gives General Grant the power to
approve or disapprove all removals, appolut-
ments, detalls, ete,, of persons to or from
office. He can himself remove the Governor of
Mississippl if he chooses, but if the President
chooses Lo order the Boards of Heglstratlon in
Louisiana to be reopened for ninety days, Genp-
ral Grunt Is powerless to prevent It, or if Geno-
ral Bancock on his own responsibility shall
ohoose Lo postpone Indefinitely or otherwise the
election erdered by General Xneridan, General
Grant has not even the power Lo disapprove hils
noilon, All the power pgranted to the
General of the Army by the Reconstruo
Lon acts Is  klrangely, fmuunlg, and no
doubt unlintentionally confined tothe approval
of the removal and aprolutment of officenold-
ers, The act, carefully read and lterally inter-
preted, gives General Grant abselutely no
other power; and here we have another specl-
men of the result of nasty action by Congress,
Just in the very emergency that Congress de-
slgned to meet, General Grant finds himself
crippled to a very serious degree by btmulln*
lagliulatwu. That the President will aval
of the negleot and mistakes of

is already apperent. He holds

Grant has no wor be-
yond this, and tne language will bear
uim out, call the attention of those who
made the Inw to the careful consideration of
tbis particular feature, and in view of iL let
them not expect Genernl Grant Lo exercise
powers for which hefinds no warrant in the law.
1he order removing General Slekles was pro-
mulgated this moro. nr. as I stated last nignt,
As will be seen, it will bo unaccompanied by
any lopstructions, The following, from the
Lvening Star, of this clty, whose editor is tho-
roughly conversant with the feelingsand sen-
timents of Lhe people of Maryland, is signi-

The most positive proof that sach is not
tbe fact 1s that one of the orders—that relleving

Genernl Siokles—was publlshed to-day, and {t

was confidently expocted that both would have

appeared., The order relleving General Sheri-
dan will doubtiess be published to-morrow,

It Is true that Geoeral Graot yesterday ad-
dressed 1o the President another communloa-
tion, further protesting agalnst the exeontion
of the order asslpning General Hancock to
relleve General BSheridan, and suggesting
whather or not such a course wias not in contra-
ventlon of the Inst Bupplementary Heconstrne-
tion law of Congreass, confiding Lo the General-
fn-Chief of the army the execution of the law.
